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Parents upset over large 


classes in V.G. 


Monday's regular meeting 
of the Catholic School Board 
drew one of the largest 
crowds in years. Estimated 
at about 75 persons, they 
jammed the Vital Grandin 
library to support their case 
that the school needed 
another teacher to lower the 
teacher-pupil ratio in grades 
one and two. 

The Board had turned 
down a request for an 
additional teacher at Vital 
Grandin at their last meeting 
November 14. The Finance 
Committee had recommend- 
ed to the Board at that time 
that, on the basis of com- 
parable enrollment in the two 
grades last year, with the 
same number of teachers, no 
additional teacher could be 
provided. This year there are 
171 students in the two 
grades. Last year there were 
167. 

Mr. Kehoe, speaking for 
the V.G, Parent Advisory 
Committee explained to the 
Board that the large classes 
made needed individual att- 
ention next to impossible. All 
classes in both grades are 
significantly larger than in 
other schools in the district. 
There are three grade one 
classes of 28 each and three 
grade twoclasses of 31, 32 
and 33 students. 

He said the parents met on 
November 8 and moved a 
decision to request an addi- 
tional teacher, The teacher 
would likely be used to 


provide a transitional class. 
A letter to this effect was 
sent to the Board and 
from here it was referred to 
the finance committee. 


The Finance Committee’s 
recommendation came be- 
fore the Board November 14, 
when a group of Vital

Arena and pool will open soon 


St. Albert’s two major rec- 
reation facilities totalling 
$3.7 million plus are well on 
stream and should be open- 
ing sooner rather than later, 

The $1,473,000 arena on 
Hebert Road could be open 
as early as the first half of 
January '78. 

**We had originally hoped 
it would be opened Decem- 
ber 20,"’ City Administrator 
Bob Byron told the Gazette 
Tuesday, adding that work- 


ers are ‘‘still working to meet 
the 20th." 

A concrete pad is in place 
for the ice but Mr. Byron 
suggested it was the small 
picky details on the arena 
which might delay the 
opening a bit. 

Mr. Byron said that the 
$2,313,000 swimming pool 
on Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue and Cunningham 
Road should be open by the 
end of March next year. 
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Work on the 1978 St. Albert Directory is now in progress 
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Grandin parents were at the 
meeting to hear the Board’s 
decision. They had not 
requested time on the 
agenda, and therefore could 
not address the Board. On 
the Finance Committee's 
recommendation the request 
was turned down without 
discussion. 

Mr. Kehoe, on behalf of 
the Parents Advisory Com- 
mittee, said the Board’s 
action was incompatible with 
the character the trustees 
presented at election time.

3. - The work experience 
program at St. Albert High 
could provide help 

4. - parents could vol- 
unteer their help. Several 
parents responded that they 
were willing. 

5. - the area could be 
zoned for busing to other 
schools with lower enroll- 
ments in these grades, or, 
volunteers for busing could 
be solicited. 

6. - a combination of any of 
the above. 

Trustee Manegre said he 
was unable to make a 
decision on the basis of the 
information he had. He 
repeated that he had reques- 
ted a written report from the 
administration and that he 
was very disappointed he 
had not received it. He had 
hope to have it for distribu- 
tion to the public at the 
meeting. 

He thanked the parents for 
bringing their concerns to 
the Board and said he hoped 
communication between the 
committee and Board would 
improve. 

Trustee Porter moved re- 
{errui of the situation back to 
the Finance Committee for 
more input from teachers 
and parents. 

The Finance Committee 
meets on December 12 and 
will bring their recommen- 
dations to the Board at its 
December 19 meeting. 
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operated by the Edmonton 
Piano Class Teachers Asso- 
ciation, has run very succ- 
essfully for 48 years.

As 
group instruction requires 
special teaching skills the 
Edmonton association has 
set up special courses, run- 
ning in the summer, to train 
the teachers. 

Mrs. Cabral will be or- 
ganizing the St. Albert 
program if it receives Board 
approval. She is presently a 
member of the Edmonton 
Piano Class Teachers As- 
sociation. She intends to 
launch the program in about 
three schools in January. 
Each school would have one 
day a week for the classes 
and on this day two classes 
would be taught by Mrs. 
Cabral. She would prefer to 
take the classes immediately 
after school or early evening 
but could teach a class at 
lunch hour if there was the 
demand for it. 

It will be a pilot project for 
one year and Mrs. Cabral 
will be able to assess the 
program early in order that 
additional teachers could be 
trained for next fall if 
needed. 

The fee structure would be 
set the same as Edmonton's - 
$24 for 12 one hour lessons. 
This compares to about $5 or 
$6 per half hour for private 
lessons. The Protestant Sch- 
ool Board would supply the 
space (classrooms) and the 
piano rent free as a joint use 
service to the community, 

The Education Committee 
has asked the administration 
to formulate a motion to go 
before the Board on De- 
cember 7. If passed the class 
piano program would be set 
up by the new year.

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Road totire playgrounds 
not so smooth 


Four community groups 
have been busy the last few 
months working toward the 
construction of tire play- 
grounds to be located on 
Catholic district school gr- 
ounds. The Catholic School 
District has offered a grant of 
$500 to playground projects 
which meet Board approval. 

The Board requires that 
the groups be incorporated 
under the Alberta Societies 
Act. It would also require 
that any playground equip- 
ment constructed on school 
property be turned over to 
the ownership of the District. 
This would take the burden 
of responsibility from the 
groups for maintenance and 
imsurance once the play- 
grounds were up. The play- 
grounds would then come 
under the Joint Use Agree- 
ment. 

All four groups have also 
applied to the Community 
Services Board for separate 
$2,000 grants. The groups - 
the Larose Community Play- 
ground Committee, the Vital 
Grandin Playground Com- 
mittee, the Mission Play- 
ground Committee and the 
Grandin Park Playground 
Committee came before the 
Community Services Board 
November 21. 

All four have also applied 
to the Catholic School Dis- 
trict for the $500 grant. - 

Projected costs for the 
playgrounds vary but aver- 
age around $3,000. The 
balance would be raised by 


the groups through different 
projects and donations. 

The Tire Playground con 
cept was designed by a U.S. 
expert Dr. Weiss. Dr. Weiss 
has designed and supervised 
the construction of other Tire 
Playgrounds in the province 
including two in Fort Sask- 
atchewan last summer. 

If the St. Albert groups 
receive the go-ahead Dr. 
Weiss will design the play- 
grounds to their individual 
specifications and supervise 
construction. 

The Community Services 
Board's recommendation will 
come before City Council on 
December 5. The Catholic 
School Board is still looking 
at the proposals and no final 
decision has been made on 
any at present. 

The Larose group would 
like to erect their playground 
at Bertha Kennedy School in 
the south-west corner. At 
present the school has no 
playground facilities and the 


Tire Playground would pro- 
vide them with one plus 
giving younger children a 
facility which, in the group’s 
opinion, would be safer than 
the playground now in exis- 
tence at Langley Park. 

Vital Grandin school gr- 
ounds, on the north end of 
the school building, would be 
the site for the Vital Grandin 
groups playground. The sch- 
ool now has a few pieces of 
equipment, all of which are 
in a sad state of disrepair. 
The swing set has no swings, 
the teeter-totter stand no 
teeter-totters, etc. 

The Mission Park group 
would like to build their 
playground in two stages. 
Like V.G., Father Jan school 
has unusable facilities at 
present and upgrading these 
would be the group's first 
concern, The second stage 
would be to build a tire 
playground on a site between 
the school and the Percy

One problem the 
committee had to deal with 
was how long will this area 
house what seems to be a 
geometrically increasing 
number of students who 
would like to be involved in 
the band.

A major issue in the campaigns of trustees and aldermen in 
the October school board and city council elections was 
undoubtedly the need for better communication, which was 
stressed by almost everyone of 28 people seeking office. 


The other main issue was proper budgeting and efficient 
management. And perhaps therein ‘‘lies the rub.’’ Given 
unlimited funds, School Boards and City Council could 
respond favourably to every request from citizen groups. 
High costs, added to considerably by high inflation in recent 
years, plus the fact that boards and councils depend on 
public funds, mean that if the needs expressed by the 
common people mean expenditures of any size, the 
communication avenue will get bumpier in realtion to 
amount of money involved. 


Therefore the communication from the elected representa- 
tives to the people needs to be complete and direct, so the 
delegation before them understand the situation fully. On 
the other side of the delegations need to do their homework 
and have their arguments well presented. 


The Catholic School Board meeting this week, as reported in 
this issue is a case in point. A large group of parents 
attended to support their request for another teacher at the 
Grades 1 and 2 level. The Board's finance committee had 
turned it down. What did not happen at the meeting was an 
overview report on the budget situation, in layman's 
language, which would fully explain the Finance 
Committee's decision. The parents were told that the 
additional teacher would add a mill to their taxes, but they 
had no opportunity to determine if a cutback in another area 
could provide the extra teacher while taking away another 
project or service. 


Next comes the problem of how a different group of parents 
will react to a reduction somewhere else - the next group 
might prefer to go with one less teacher. The teaching staff 
will clearly want the added staff to be able to give better 
instruction, but they aren't involved in the financial 
management of the board, and perhaps not in position to 
suggest cuts elsewhere. 


The financial committee of trustees therefore must go to the 
administration to see for themselves what might be done, 
getting complete information from the administration on the 
financial situation. Then they make the decisions to add a 
teacher and cut, for example supplies, not to add a teacher, 
or to add a teacher, make no cuts and increase the budget. 
Next step explain to the delegation why and how they 
reached their decision, giving them the necessary financial 
background in plain language. 


Good communication is by no means easy to achieve 
between trustees, parents, teachers, students and 
administration, but it is worth working away at by all 
involved, and increased delegations are a healthy sign of 
interest in school and civic affairs.

New St. Albert office concerned 
with child abuse 


The Alberta Department of 
Social Services and Com- 
munity Health has just 
opened an office in the 
Professional Building in St. 
Albert, and will be vitally 
concerned with the issue of 
child abuse, among other 
matters. 

Child abuse is a fright- 
ening reflection of the in- 
creasing stress in modern 
society, and can happen 
anywhere, Anyone wanting 
further information on the 
subject can phone the office 
at 458-9400. 

To increase awareness and 
concern about child abuse, 
the District Administrator of 
the department has sub- 
mitted the following article. 

Child abuse is an unusual 
but frightening crime - bonds 
of family strain and break, 
and then the children suffer. 
An yet, in families that 
endure living with child 
abuse, the parents as well as 
the children often require 
help. 

It is estimated by medical 
and child welfare authorities 
that there are hundreds of 
cases of child abuse that go 
undetected in the province of 
Alberta alone. For that 
reason, Alberta Social Ser- 
vices and Community Health 
three years ago set up a child 
protection registry so anyone 
knowing, or believing they 
know, of a case of child abuse 
could phone the registry in 
confidence, to report the 
case. 

Ken Jones is the super- 
visor of the child protection 
registry. He says, since the 
registry has come into being, 
there has been an impro- 
vement in services available 
to anyone seeking assistan- 
ce. As an example, he refers 
to the use of the 24-hour toll 
free phone line. Mr. Jones 
says there have been ‘‘app- 
roximately 125 calls a month 
outside of office hours’’ 
coming over the line, Zenith 
2-2024. 

The child welfare branch, 
in its current campaign 
against child abuse, is em- 
phasizing the importance of 
everyone being aware of the 
signs of child abuse and the 
fact that most people can be 
helped by professional treat- 
ment and assistance in 
adapting to the stresses of 
our complex society. 

Actually, the word ‘‘ab- 
use’’ covers a variety of 
behaviour. It can refer to 
physical or mental! abuse, or 
in a related form, neglect. 
Child battering is an extreme 
case of abuse. 


NEGLECT CRIPPLES 


The significance of neglect 
should not be underesti- 
mated. Recent studies by 
doctors have shown that 
emotional neglect can cripple 
a young child physically as 
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well as intellectually. 

The specific cause of this 
phenomenon is an absence of 
what is called ‘*bonding.’’ 
Dr. D. R. Shea, a pedia- 
trician at the Glenrose 
Hospital in Edmonton, des- 
cribes bonding as the emo- 
tional attachment between 
parent and child. It comes 
from simple, but important, 
things like the parents 
holding and directing their 
attention to the child, soon 
after birth. 

Dr. Shea says that even 
the medical profession in- 
advertently overlooked the 
importance of bonding. One 
of the results was a very high 
number of cases of child 
abuse in families where the 
child was a premature baby. 

This often came about 
because the baby was taken 
from the mother soon after 
birth so it could receive the 
intensive medical attention 
needed to help the child 
survive. In turn, the baby 
and mother were deprived of 
necessary physical closene- 
ss. He says, though, that 
problem is being corrected. 

Dr. Shea feels that those in 
the medical profession are in 
avery good position to detect 
cases of abuse, and potential 
abuse. He says there are a 
variety of clues that should 
be looked for when the baby 
is very young. One-third of 
the cases of abuse involve 
babies less than six months, 
while another third falls in 
the group aged six months to 
three years. 


PRE-NATAL INDICATIONS 


There are even subtle 
indications before the baby is 
born: Denial of pregnancy by 
the mother leading to delay 
in pre-natal care; seeking or 
attempting to have an abor- 
tion; planning to relinquish 
the baby for adoption, but 
having the mother change 
her mind after the baby is 
born. 

After birth, many of the 
clues relate to how the parent 
reacts to the baby, says Dr. 
Shea. Does the parent “‘refer 
to the child as ugly?"’ Does 
the parent ‘‘show a positive 
need to hold and feed the 
baby?’’ How does the parent 
respond to the baby’s vigor- 
ous cry? 

Dr. Shea says 10 percent of 
“emergency injuries to chil- 
dren five and under are 
inflicted.’’ If physicians sus- 
pect child abuse they ‘‘sh- 
ouldn’t hesitate to bring up 
the subject.'’ When the child 
is brought to a doctor for 
medical help the physician 
should ask himself, ‘Is the 
parent, by bringing the child 
in, reaching out for help."’ 
This is a significant feature 
of child abuse cases; the 
parent may need help almost 
as much as the abused child. 

Medical personnel are far 


from the only people who can 
detect child abuse. Teachers, 
community health nurses, 
people who work in day care 
centres, and social workers: 
all have been reporting 
cases, says Dr. Shea. If 
someone who sees many 
children as part of their work 
is observant and concerned 
for the welfare of those 
children, they may be able to 
contribute to the cause of 
child protection. 

The problem cannot be 
called a disease, says Dr. 
Shea. ‘‘It is a behaviour 
pattern.’’ A pattern that 
reflects ‘‘stress in society."’ 

Because of the nature of 
the problem, it can happen to 
anyone; male or female; well 


educated, or with a limited 
education; rich or poor; and 
the person may come from 
any ethnic, cultural or class 
grouping that exists in our 
society. One common den- 
ominator, however, tends to 
be a low tolerance for 
frustration - which explains 
its relation to stress. 

Dr. Shea says, the best 
solution to the problem is 
obviously prevention. Both 
parents should receive a 
background in parenting as 
one may recognize if a 
problem develops with their 
partner. He also believes 
that high school students 
should get the opportunity to 
work in nurseries and thus 
get ‘‘on the job training.”’

Learning by Doing

About ten years ago, some 
one calculated that the ave- 
rage plumber was making 
more than the average univer- 
sity instructor but less than 
the average doctor. Several 
professors switched into 
plumbing but there were no 
reports of plumbers moving 
into medicine. 

The plumbers obviously 
had foresight. Today, after 
discounting the number of 
unpaid years doctors spend 
in medical school, the ave- 
rage plumber may be making 
about as much as the average 
doctor. 

There’s more to this story 
than the obvious lesson that 
only other plumbers and up- 
per-income doctors can af- 
ford to hire plumbers. The 
real lesson is that our work 
force has been trained in the 
wrong areas. We need more 
plumbers and fewer profes- 
SOrs. 

West Germany and the 
Netherlands have resolved 
this problem by employing 
extensive apprenticeship 
training. The system has 
worked so well that many 
experts are recommending a 
better apprenticeship pro- 
gram for Canada. 

Apprenticeship is highly 
attractive today. We have 
high unemployment of youth 
going hand-in-hand with shor- 
tages of skilled labour. And, 
of course, an apprenticeship 
program would give young 
people a chance to gain the 
experience that all employers 
seem to demand of would-be 
workers. 

On the other hand, appren- 
ticeship isn't the panacea that 
many observers believe. The 
truth is that there are several 
serious flaws which make the 


European apprenticeship 
system inappropriate for 
Canada. 

In a rapidly changing 
world, for instance, many of 
the traditional apprentice- 
ship skills could become re- 
dundant. Redundancy is a 
greater threat to the appren- 
ticed worker than to one who 
has been academically train- 
ed because the academic has 
generally learned to be more 
flexible. 

Employers would be un- 
likely to jump at the chance 
to hire apprentices. Appren- 
ticeship programs are costly; 
the costs far outweigh the ap- 
prentice’s productivity. Later, 
when the apprentice has be- 
come a journeyman, there is 
no guarantee that the firm 
will be able to retain that 
newly-skilled worker. 

Even the unions aren't hap- 
py with the idea. Organized 
labour realizes that a flood 
of new tradesmen would 
push down the average wage 
level. Right now, the unions 
have restrictions on the num- 
ber of apprentices that may 
be trained; they are unlikely 
to expand that number. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business re- 
gards apprenticeship as one 
of the more serious labour is- 
sues of our time. Balancing 
the advantages against the 
disadvantages, the Federa- 
tion recommends a blend of 
on-the-job training tied in 
with vocational school curri- 
culums. It calls for more co- 
operation amongst vocational 
schools, community colleges 
and employers. And, above 
all, it asks that all monopoly 
powers that restrict free en- 
try into the labour market be 
eliminated. There’s no excuse 
for simultaneous unemploy- 
ment and job vacancies.

Consumers say revised competition 


bill “weakened” 


‘Business interests have 
again muscled federal poli- 
ticlans into a retreat on 
competition policy,’’ said 
Consumers’ Association of 
Canada President, Ruth 
Lotzkar was reacting to 
reports that a revised Com- 
petition policy,’’ in Vancou- 
ver. Mrs, Lotzkar was re- 
acting to reports that a 
revised Competition Bill was 
tabled last Friday in the 
House of Commons. The new 
Bill (C-13) contains some 70 
amendments over the earlier 
legislative proposals. 

‘When the original Com- 
petition Bill (C-42) was intro- 
duced to the Commons last 
March it contained many 
provisions promising to ben- 
efit consumers. But now 
these have either been 
deleted or changed in reac- 
tion to scores or representa- 
tions from business opposing 
the Bill,’’ Mrs. Lotzkar said. 

One major change re- 
moves the provision whereby 
a government official, the 
Competition Policy Advo- 
cate, could bring a civil 
action on behalf of consu- 
mers when a company 
violates the competition law. 
In cases where a class action 
was denied by the Court on 
technical grounds, the or- 
iginal Bill permitted the 
Advocate to launch a substi- 
tute action to recover profits 
obtained through violation of 
the Competition Act or an 
Order of the Competition 
Board. Mrs, Lotzkar ex- 
plained, ‘'Delation of this 
provision means that there 
will be many cases when a 
business can break the law 
and profit by having done 
so."” 


Another amendment al- 
lows appeal to Cabinet of 
certain decisions by the 
Competition Board, such as a 
decision prohibiting a mer- 
ger which in the Board’s 
view is against the public 
interest. The Bill specifies no 
criteria under which the 
Cabinet must make its 
decision, nor does it require 
written reasons for the de- 
cision. Citing the federal 
Cabinet's recent overturn of 
a CRTC decision to deny 
approval of a merger be- 
tween Telesat Canada and 
the Trans-Canada Telephone 
System, the CAC President 
expressed concern over what 
this amendment will mean 
for consumers. ‘‘Without 
markedly improved proce- 
dures to ensure Cabinet 
accountability to the public, 
we can expect political 
expediency to win the day 
over the fair and objective 


considerations of an inde- 
pendent regulatory body," 
said Mrs. Lotzkar. 

The CAC President also 
charged, ‘‘Pressure from 
farm interests has resulted in 
producer marketing boards 
being effectively exempted 
from the legislation. Fur- 
thermore,’’ she said, **pro- 
visions dealing with joint 
monopolization have been 
seriously weakened, as have 
the safeguards against anti- 
competitive and undesirable 


mergers," 

*‘What has happened to 
the original competition pol- 
icy proposals roundly dem- 
onstrates the power of 
corporate lobbies to hold 
sway over the legitimate 
interests of millions of 
consumers,’” Mrs, Lotzkar 
Said. 

In concluding her remarks 
she noted, *‘There are a 
number of amendments in- 
corporated in Bill C-13 


which are relatively innocu- 
ous or which are positively 
desirable, However, on bal- 
ance, Bill C-13 represents a 
significant retreat from the 
competition legislation em- 
bodied in Bill C-42. If 
returning to some of the key 
provisions of the first Bill is 
impossible, at least we must 
ensure that no further 
weakening of the Stage II 
proposals occur as they move 
through the Parliamentary 
process.”’ 


Expert says time right to 


rethink drinking age 


Albertans now have a good 
opportunity for reconsidering 
lowering the legal drinking 
age, says Herb Hill of 
Portland, Oregon, who con- 
cluded a three-day series of 
speeches on harmful effects 
of alcohol and drugs in Red 
Deer Monday night, Novem- 
ber 21. 

He explained in an inter- 
view ‘‘people are becoming 
increasingly concerned about 
problems’’ that can be attri- 
buted to lowering the legal 
drinking age in Alberta and 
other jurisdictions in North 
America to 18 from 21. 

“There is a growing 
feeling the legal age should 
be raised, particularly be- 
cause alcohol has been 
proven to have adverse 
effects on morals, 

“Lowering of the drinking 
age also resulted im an 
increase in the numbers of 
accidents involving drunken 
driving,’’ said Mr. Hill a 
hospital administrator who is 
vice-president of the North- 
west (United States) Medical 
Foundation. 

He said the time is right 
for reconsidering lowering 
the drinking age as a survey, 
taken by the Alcohol-Drug 


Education Association of 
Alberta last November, 
showed 74.5 percent of 
Albertans im favor of a 
plebiscite on the issue. Only 
17.7 percent of those sur- 
veyed said they did not want 
such a plebiscite, 

Mr. Hill added that of the 
age bracket 18 to 21, slightly 
more of those surveyed said 
they favored such a plebis- 
cite than those expressing 
opposition to such a vote. 

During the interview, he 
said Canadian provinces and 
American states lowered the 
drinking age to 18andin a 
few cases to 19 with the 
thought of relating it to 
voting ages. 

But not enough considera- 
tion was given at that time to 
the possible consequences. 

One of the results, he said, 
is a staggerimg increase in 
traffic accidents involving 
drunken driving for the age 
group of 18 to 20. 


Mr. Hill said to battle 
problems caused by liquor, 
society must address itself to 
the issue of advertising of 
liquor; agitate for a reduction 
in the exposure and availa- 
bility of liquor; raise the 
drinking age; and conduct an 
aggressive and comprehen- 
sive educational program. 

He quoted statistics show- 
ing the legal drinking age is 
the same as the age of 
majority in eight of Canada’s 
10 provinces -- 18 for 
Alberta, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebee and Prince Edward 
Island; and 19 for British 
Columbia, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. The age of 
majority is 18 in Saskatche- 
wan and Newfoundland but 
the legal drinking age is 19. 

Mr. Hill's visit to Alberta 
was sponsored by the Red 
Deer based Alcohol-Drug 
Education Association of 
Alberta.

Some res- 
taurants don't make the 
guide, such as Mother 
Tucker's, while some make 
the guide, but go frog-less, 
indicating that they lack that 
certain panache that makes 
for memorable munching. 
The catalogue also provides 
pub crawlers with colorful 
details about local watering 
holes.

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drunk, all of which goes to 
show that vice is a matter of 
individual folly. Tree Frogs, 
with their presumably lofty 
origins, should be above 
such pettiness. 

On a more serious note, | 
took exception to a statement 
made in the ‘‘Small Town 
Alberta’ section, in referen- 
ce to St. Albert. (Small town 
indeed!) The Edmonton Acc- 
ess Catalogue states that 
‘editor and MLA Ernie 
Jamison as sole media voice 
in the community will bend a 
few ears with amalgamation 
propaganda.”’ Having never 
heard Mr. Jamison say any- 
thing of that nature, I was 
understandably surprised at 
this glib remark, I asked him 
to comment and he said he 
would be happy to set the 
record straight. Mr. Jamison 
said he suspected that St. 
Albert’s former mayor was 
the source of that infor- 
mation and was emphatic in 
stating that at no time had he 
expressed himself in favour 
of annexation to Edmonton. 
He commented that he had 
opposed St. Albert’s pre- 
vious attempt to annex 5500 
acres on its southern boun- 
dary, as this would have 
created a state of overlapp- 
ing boundaries. He also 
opposed an attempt by 
Edmonton to annex for the 
same reason. Mr. Jamison 
remarked that he was hope- 
ful of a solution to the 
problems of the ‘‘no man’s 
land’’ zone between the two 
municipalities. As an owner 
of both a home and small 
business in St. Albert, he 
reiterated he had no interest 
in amalgamation with Ed- 
monton. 

This clash of views leads 
me to wonder if the catalogue 
is really acting appropriately 
in making this sort of 
political comment. Granted, 
their is little room to express 
the socialist viewpoint in 
Alberta, but | wonder if this 
is the place for it. Reviewing 
politics is a different matter 
than surveying restaurants, 
as more is at stake. Should 
Tree Frog Press decide to do 
this at length, in future I 
would hope they will be more 
conscientious in checking out 


the facts. One error under- 
mines the credibility of the 


entire publication, and the 
EAC is too good to waste.

By Jim McIntyre 

Perhaps going in to see 
this movie without having 
read W. O. Mitchell’s classic 
novel ‘‘Who Has Seen The 
Wind"’ is a definite dis- 
advantage. 

Suffice to say that this 
film, if it mirrors the book 
faithfully, comes at you like a 
breath of fresh prairie air and 
is a decided change from the 
regular fare of violence, sex 
and intrigue that are served 
up weekly in the movies and 
daily on the TV. 

Elements that stick in the 
mind after seeing this film by 
Allan King, set in the tiny 
Saskatchewan village of Ar- 
cola, are the burnished 
prairie skies, and the uncan- 
ny feeling that at some 
moments the photographer 
shot the very Spirit which 
moves across the prairies. 
The prairie skies, with their 
occasional days when they 
trail vast wisps of cloud, look 
like the shirt tails of God 
trekking the boundless pr- 
airie reaches. 

Underneath this spiritual 
essence, human life is played 
out in its humour, puzzle- 
ment, agony and joy. 

It is not difficult to see why 
this film won the Grand Prize 
at the Paris Film Festival,

We 
know he is puzzling over the 
great mystery of life and 
death, whether its the death 
of a gopher, or any other 
creature; but it is only during 
a prairie storm that the boy 
submits to the mystery, 
crushed by the wind and 
casting his sobbing tears into 
it. 

All the elements of rural 
Canada with its stark simpli- 
city and cleaness, its school 
ma’ams, moonshiners, sh- 
opkeepers, weird prophets, 
heavy draft horses, kids, the 
humour and the tragedy are 
present and you can’t get 
enough of it. 

In light of the present 
crisis in Canada, it may be 
that both W.O. Mitchell and

Ten sculptors coming 
to Games symposium 


The first Commonwealth Sc- 
ulpture Symposium ever held 
will take place in Edmonton, 
Alberta from July 10 to August 
15, 1978 as part of Festival 78, 
the arts and culture program be- 
ing developed to complement 
the XI Commonwealth Games. 

The Symposium will bring ten 
sculptors to Edmonton for a six- 
week period during which they 
will create their sculpture in a 
public area. Symposium chair- 
man, Bill McMullen, stated that 
“in addition to the exciting pros- 
pect of hosting artists from a 
number of Commonwealth 
countries in a unique artistic en- 
deavour, one of the main goals of 
this Symposium is to introduce 
the general public to the creative 
process of the sculptor and to 
encourage citizens to view the 
work in progress.”” The comple- 
ted sculpture, which it is antici- 


pated will be representative of 
current trends and styles from 
throughout the Commonwealth, 
will be permanently sited in var- 
ious locations throughout Ed- 
monton.

Stamp collectors help 
some nations survive

In many parts of the world, 
stamp collecting isn’t just a 
hobby, it’s a means of 
survival. 

Stamp sales, a $3 million 
business, account for 25 
percent of Liechtenstein’s 
revenue. The tiny principal- 
ity tucked between Switzer- 
land and Austria relies on 
100,000 standing orders for 
each of the 20 new stamps it 
issues each year. Requests 
come from 70 countries, 
reports the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

‘Some countries raise the 
value of each new stamp,”’ 
says a Liechtenstein Phila- 
telic Service official. ‘We 
keep ours low. That way we 
don’t discourage sales by 
making stamp collecting too 
expensive.” 


DISPENSED ON 
SIDEWALK 


Interest extends far be- 
yond new issues. In Vaduz, 
the capital, visitors keep 
sidewalk vending machines 
busy dispensing the princi- 
pality’s best-selling sourve- 
nir--canceled stamps. 

Surrounded by Italy, the 
Most Serene Republic of San 
Marino has long relied on 
stamps to help balance the 
budget. The country issued 
its first stamp in 1877. In 
1892 the government learned 
that philatelists pay gener- 
ously for misprinted stamps. 

For more than half a 
century, **misprinted”’ 
stamps rolled from the 
printing presses as quickly as 
collectors could grab them

In Asia, the remote Hima- 
layan kingdom of Bhutan 
gets almost all its foreign

the sale of postage stamps to 
collectors. 

One of the most popular 
Bhutan issues was a tiny 
stamp in the form of a 
phonograph record that 
played the country’s national 
anthem.

Islands, too, benefit from 
collectors’ largesse. In Octo- 
{ber 1961 a volcanic eruption 
\drove people from Tristan da 
\Cunha, a volcanic fragment 
in the South Atlantic often 
called the “‘loneliest island in 
the world.” 

Sale of postage stamps 
{met the expense of resettling 
Tristan in 1963. Collectors 
long had coveted the Tristan 
postmark, and they snapped 
up almost 5,000 commemor- 
ative covers celebrating the 
islanders’ homecoming. 

One of the newest places 
joining the stamp collecting 
sweepstakes in Staffa, a 
deserted island less than a 
mile long, lying off the coast 
of Scotland. 

The island has no post 
office or year-round inhabi- 
tants, but some collectors 
have rushed to buy the 
world’s first 23-carat gold 
postage stamps, supposedly 
issued by ‘‘the government 
of Staffa."’ 

Collecting is almost as old 
as stamps. In 1840 Britain 
revolutionized mail service 
with inexpensive postage 
stamps, the ‘Penny Black’’ 
and the ‘Two-penny Blue.” 
About a year later the first 
stamp collector on record 
placed an ad in a London 
newspaper. She was ‘‘a 
young lady being desirous of 
covering her dressing room 
with canceled postage 
stamps."’

Concerning Women Y Today's World 


Who gets what: 
Alberta’s matrimonial laws being changed this year 


The issue of matrimonial 
property law is a hotly debated 
one in most civilized societies 
now, and Alberta is no excep- 
tion. With the feminist move- 
ment has come an increasing 
awareness that laws relating to 
property accrued during mar- 
riage are rigid and often in- 
equitable. In many jurisdic- 
tions, this has led to review 
and re-writing of the laws, 
This issue has gained more 
attention as divorce rates con- 


tinue to soar. 

The reverberations of 
dissent were felt recently 
in Edmonton. Early this 
month, the Alberta Status 
of Women Action Comm- 
ittee entertained a group 
of provincial legislators at 
a luncheon held for the 
purpose of exchanging 
views on the subject. M- 
LA’s were emphatic in tel- 
ling those present that 
women in Alberta must 
make their views known 


to their provincial repre- 
sentatives in order to ch- 
ange their present status 
under the law. The pro- 
vincial legislature will be 
bringing forward a bill on 
the subject during the sp- 
ring session, and in the 
meantime, public input is 
needed. 

In Alberta at present, a hus- 
band’s earnings, belong to him, 
and a wife’s to her. However, it 
is the situation of the home- 
making wife that is in conten- 


ASWAC to tell women 
about bill 


Funding for a campaign to 
educate Albertans about the 
government’s proposed ma- 
trimonial property legislation 
has been secured by the 
Alberta Status of Women 
Action Committee. 

Financial support is forth- 
coming from the Alberta Law 
Foundation to fund salaries 
and office space, with ad- 
ditional funding to become 
available as needed for 
publication, publicity and 
travel expenses. 

Newly-appointed co-ordi- 


nator Barbara Hill will be 
contacting women’s groups, 
politicians, colleges and li- 
braries, union members and 
media throughout the pro- 
vince between now and 
April. Her goal is to inform 
the public about the contents 
and implications of the 
proposed legislation and to 
encourage public response. 
Included in an information 
packet to be mailed out will 
be a question and answer 
booklet, also funded by the 
Law Foundation, which de- 


scribes several approaches to 
matrimonial property, inclu- 
ding deferred sharing. The 
deferred sharing approach is 
favoured by ASWAC and 
other provincial women's 
groups, including Women of 
Unifarm. 

Also in preparation is a 
legal critique of the govern- 
ment bill.

ASWAC dismayed 
at Bill 102 


Spokespersons for the 
Alberta Status of Women 
Action Committee have ex- 
pressed dismay at the 
provincial Government's 
proposed matrimonial pro- 
perty regime. 

The provincial group’s 10 
steering committee members 
are in agreement that Bill 
102, introduced in the 
Alberta Legislature Nov. 10, 


group met in Edmonton Nov. 
19-20 to analyze the bill. 
Barbara Hill, co-ordinator 
of ASWAC'’s matrimonial 
property project, says that 
the legislation is ‘‘worse than 
useless.’’ Among the num- 
erous guidelines, none are 
given priority, making the 
directives confusing. Ms. 
Hill believes that the legis- 
lation, if passed, ‘‘will serve 


She points out that the 
govenment has held hearings 
and consulted lawyers at 
considerable taxpayer ex- 
pense, ‘‘After all the public 
input the government has 
had on this issue, how could 
they introduce this legisla- 
tion?’’ she asks. 

The legislation proposes 
guided judicial discretion. 
ASWAC and other provincial 


tion. Upon divorce or separa- 
tion, she can make no claim to 
her husband’s property, and is 
entitled only to a maintenance 
payment, usually given on a 
monthly basis or as a lump 
sum. A homemaking wife may 
only lay claim to items which 
she herself has paid for,or to 
which she has financially con- 
tributed. 


ONLY MONEY COUNTS 


The key word in the law 
seems to be “Financially.” 
This is the only criteria for 
contribution at present 
that carries legal weight. 
No amount of work done 
by the homemaker is con- 
sidered under the law to 
be a contribution--it must 
be financial. Feminists and 
others concerned have 
taken exception to this 
limitation, noting that 
homemakers may contri- 
bute extensively to the ac- 
cumulation of property, 
butinaless direct manner 
than by financial input. 

Those optimists thinking to 
circumvent the law by means 
of a marriage contract will find 
this solution invalid. Despite 
the fact that a contract may 
provide for the sharing of pro- 
perty in the event of divorce or

separation, it carries no legal 
weight. This negation of con- 
tract terms arises from the fact 
that any clause in a marriage 
contract which anticipates a 
break-up of that marriage is 
not recognized by Alberta law. 

Now that Alberta has deci- 
ded to change the present law, 
several options are open. The 
two main alternatives in pro- 
perty law are Full Community 
and Deferred Community of 
Property. Under the full com- 
munity system, all property 
acquired by a couple after 
marriage is jointly owned and 
managed during that marriage. 
Should the marriage cease, 
property is shared. Under this 
system, each partner is re- 
sponsible for the debts of the 
other. 

The system of Deferred Sh- 
arring is the one for which the 
Alberta Status of Women Ac- 
tion Committee (ASWAC) has 
stated a preference. Under this 
regime, each partner manages 
or disposes of property separ- 
ately. Should the marriage be 
terminated, the value of pro- 
perty acquired during the mar- 
riage is assessed and divided 
equally. In the event of one 
partner’s share being larger, he 
or she will compensate the 
partner who has the smaller 
share.

JUDGE MAY DECIDE 


Another approach to the 
problem of matrimonial 
property involves having 
no universally applied 
system of disbursement. 
This is known as “Judicial 
Discretion,” and leaves the 
distribution of property 
solely to the discretion of 
a judge, regardless of le- 
gal ownership of property 
by one spouse or another. 

Some jurisdictions have de- 
cided that none of the afore- 
mentioned systems adequately 
cover the situation, and have 
introduced a blend of full and 
deferred community and judic- 
ial discretion. This would in- 
volve some property being 
owned jointly, some separa- 
tely, with a judge deciding what 
is to be considered. 

At present, Alberta has de- 
cided that the two viable al- 
ternatives are deferred sharing 
and judicial discretion. Alberta 
has rejected the system of full 
community or sharing, finding 
it too restrictive, as partners 
must get the other’s consent 
for any transaction. Quebec 
has already tried and rejected 
this system, It is expected that 
Albertan legislators will open 
for a system of guided judicial 
discretion.

Some contain jars of jam ot 
tins of paint or chocolate chip 
cookies and then there’s one 
unholy mess, not to mention 
a lot of spoiled mail. 

If you write ‘‘Fragile’’ ot 
‘‘Handle with Care’’ on the 
side of your parcel, the 
person who sorts the mail 
will pay attention and be 
careful with it. 

But its no use packing a 
dainty glass ornament ina 
shoe-box, writing ‘‘Fragile’’ 
on the side and expecting it 
to stay in one piece. Chances

are it will get crushed and 
smashed by bigger, heavier 
parcels. 

Shoeboxes aren't very 
strong. We don’t recommend 
people use them to mail 
things in. They often burst 
open when hit by a heavier 
package. 

With Christmas just 
around the corner, Edmon- 
ton’s special repair squad is 
gearing up for the usual 
avalanche of mail.

used to bind rips and tears. 
3% million parcels on the 
average pass through the 
City Post Office during 
December -- more than twice 
as many as in other months. 

The repair team will be 
hard pressed during the 
pre-Christmas rush and they 
ask people to do some checks 
before mailing a parcel: 

*Are the contents too 
heavy for the container or is 
the container overpacked, 
causing it to bulge? If so, 
repack. 

*Did you use heavy duty 
paper and strong cord for 
outer wrapping? 

*Did you use sufficient 
cushioning material of cor- 
rect density? 

*Did you use reinforced 
gummed tape to hold wrap- 
ping firmly? Clear tape over 
address to prevent smud- 
ging? 

*Were ‘‘Fragile’’ or ‘‘Per- 
ishable”’ stickers used where 
required? 

*Are liquids carefully 
packed in sufficient absor- 
bent material to contain them 
in case of spillage? 

*Are heavy parcels given 
extra support with strong 
cord or other adequate 
banding materials? 

One other Postal Depart- 
ment that will be particularly 
busy from now till Christmas 
is the Directory Service 
which deals with mail that 
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cannot be delivered. 

More than a million items 
of mail, mainly letters, are 
handled by the service every 
year. Using the telephone 
book and city directory, the 


service finds about a third of 
the right addresses. The re- 
maining 700,000 items are 
sent to the Undeliverable 
Mail Office in Vancouver 
where they are opened under 


tight security to search for 
the sender’s address. 

About 1,500 extra people 
will be hired this year by the 
Post Office to help get the 
Christmas mail through. 


Information on toy 
buying available 


The holiday buying season 
is here. Every year, Cana- 
dian consumers spend over 
$200 million dollars on toys 

and most of it at 
Christmas time. Buying the 
right toy requires more than 
just spending money. How 
are we and our children 
affected by toy advertising? 
What should we look for to 
make sure we are buying 
‘*safe’’ toys? What do we 
need to know to be conscien- 
tious toy consumers? 

Because of the great 
demand for toy buying 
information, Grant MacEwan 
Community College’s Con- 
sumer Education Program 
has collaborated with the 
Federal Department of Con- 
sumer and Corporate Affairs 
to sponsor two Toy Buying 
Information Centres.

Fifteen years ago this 
month, a nucleus of people 
with a common interest in 
crafts formed the St. Albert 
Arts & Crafts Guild. The 
community League suppor- 
ted the Guild by providing 
space in the basement of the 
community hall, which even- 
tually became the Guild’s 
first workshop. Using the 


service of Alberta Culture, 


the first ceramic equipment 
was purchased under equip- 
ment loan contract. Through 
their own efforts, the first 
being an auction of work, 
monies were raised towards 
the development of a facility 
and equipment. Childrens 


Pottery classes were not 


being taught and soon the 
basement space became too 
crowded. 

Through the work of a few 
dedicated individuals, the 
Guild receiving assistance 
from the town, moved into 
the Arts Center in Septem- 
ber 1968.

Zoo death dramatized giraffe’s weak point

The déath of Victor, th 
giraffe who fell spreadeagled 
at a British zoo recently and 
coudn’t regain his feet, 
dramatized a weakness of the 
world’s tallest animal. 

When an 18-foot giraffe 
slips, it’s along way down 
and an even longer way back 
up. 
Victor weiged a ton, and in 
the five days before he 


succumbed everything from)

The zoo’s owner, John 
Knowles, told reporters that 
if the efforts had succeeded, 
Victor would have been ‘‘the 
first giraffe as far as 1 know 
to have done the splits and 
lived.”’

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These ungainly-appearing 
giants have intrigued on- 
lookers since ancient Egyp- 
tians put them on display in 
zoos. In 46 BC. Julius Caesar 
brought one to Rome, Be- 
cause it was as big as a camel 
and was spotted like a 
leopard, the poet Horace 
deduced that it was a hybrid 
of the two. 

From that bit of unnatura 
history came the species’ 
modern scientific name, Gir- 
affa camelopardalis. Actu 
ally, a giraffe’s physiology i: 
almost as strange as Romar 
theories. 

Bristol Foster has studied 
herds of giraffes in Kenya at 
length. In a recent issue of 
National Geographic, Dr. 
Foster described how evo- 
lution ‘‘has modified the 
giraffe’s anatomy to allow 
this stretched-version mam- 
mal to function.”’ 

A giraffe’s elongated neck 
has only seven vertebrae - 
the same as man’s. But in 
the giraffe, each one is eight 
inches long. To compensate 
for all the dead air space in 
that long throat, the animal 
has oversized lungs. 

“Without, this extra air-- 
pumping capacity,’’ Dr. Fos- 
ter explains, ‘‘a giraffe 
would breathe the same used 
air over and over.”’ 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


‘To drive blood eight feet 
up to the head,”’ he adds, 
“the heart is exceptionally 
large and thick-muscled, and 
the blood pressure--twice or 
three times that of man--is 
probably the highest in any 
animal."’ 

Biologists once wondered 
how a giraffe avoided a fatal 


hemorrhage when it lowered position, a giraffe can be 


its neck to drink water. 

‘To withstand the surge of 
blood to and from the brain} 
as its neck sweeps up and 
down,’’ Dr. Foster says, 
“the giraffe has developed 
control valves in the jugular 
veins and a special network 
of blood vessels in its head.”’ 

Like others who have 
studied giraffes, he was 
impressed by their grace and 
gentleness. A giraffe’s slow, 
stately stride is deceptive; 
those long legs carry it over 
the ground at speeds up to 35 
miles an hour, faster than 
most large animals can run. 

But its legs are also the 
giraffe’s weakness. It cannot 
reach a water hole without 
spraddling its front legs wide 
apart. In this awkward

1965-1975, and another 36,- 
714 were injured while they 
were passengers in auto- 
mobiles. 

Other statistics at the 
Canada Safety Council show 
in one recent year, 6,061 
people of all ages died as a 
result of traffic accidents, 
and 220,941 others were 
injured. The council esti- 
mates that about seven per- 
cent of all those, or 424 and 
15,466 respectively, were 
under the age of 15. 

These accidents were un- 
expected. Most accidents are 
- at least by those involved in 
them even though sometimes 


others can anticipate them. 
They were unintended, and 
*‘caused”’ by drivers no less 
concerned for the safety and 


well-being of children than 
other accident free drivers. 
Every time a driver sets 
out with a young passenger, 
that driver is responsible for 
the child. Accepting that 
responsibility as an adult 
means making sure the child 
is safely buckled in an 
approved child restraint sys- 
tem. If not buckled in, the 
child becomes a small human 
projectile when that un- 
expected crash occurs. 
Notwithstanding laws in 
some provinces, some adults 
claim the right to choose 
whether or not to wear safety 
equipment - often without 
questioning the value. Nei-

Squirrels across from White House being deported to outskirts

Lafayette Square in Wash- 
ington may be on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places but that doesn’t seem 
to impress the squirrels 
living there. 

Neither does the location 
of the square--right across 
Pennsylvania Avenue from 
the White House. 

So irreverent are the 
squirrels that they have 
nibbled and gnawed their 
way through about $5,000 
worth of geraniums, plants, 
and trees that grace the 
square. So now they're being 
deported. 

Fourteen nesting boxed 
containing food were placed 
in Lafayette Square’s trees to 
lure some of the 125 gray 
squirrels that have taken up 
residence. After becoming 
acclimated to the boxes, 
which they can enter and 
leave at will, the squirrels 
are being moved to parks out 


of the city. 
POPULATION EXPLOSION 


“After the move, the 
boxes will be left in the parks 
for a few weeks so the 
squirrels won't be too trau- 
matized,’’ said Mary Krug of 
the National Park Service, 
which is in charge of the 
deportation. 

Apparently because of its 
abundance of trees, foun- 
tains, and picknickers, La- 
fayette Square has in recent 
years become squirrel haven. 
A squirrel authority advising 
the Park Service says the 
area's limit is about 25 
squirrels, 100 fewer than 
were believed to live there. 

“It's not healthy for them 
to be so crowded,’’ the 
authority told the National 
Geographic Society. 

In warm months, the 
squirrels find the good life in 
Lafayette Square, a grassy 
common surrounded by his- 
toric buildings. Brown bag-

It may seem strange to 
focus attention on ‘‘pedes- 
trians’’ in Safe Driving 
Week. Strange, that is, until 
it is realized that collisions 
involving vehicles and pede- 
strians result in the third 
largest group of Canadian 
traffic fatalities. 

But that’s not the whole 
problem. 

Using the latest figures 
available, more than 64 
percent of all Canadian 
pedestrian fatalities are peo- 
ple either under the age of 
15, or over the age of SS. In 
other words, people least 
able to watch out for 
themselves. People who lack 
traffic experience, who may 
be wrapped up in an 
imaginary game, or whose 
eyesight may be fading and 
whose reactions may be 
slowing down. 

It is simplistic to simply 
tell drivers to take extra care 
around pedestrians, but on a 
more positive note drivers 
can be advised to pay special 
attention when they see

Most frequently, regard- 
less of age, pedestrian fatal- 
ities result more from pedes- 
trian errors than from driver 
negligence. The Canada Saf- 
ety Council has no panacea 
for pedestrian accidents, but 
reiterates time honoured 
maxims: 

*Never emerge into traffic 
from between parked cars 

*Cross only at intersec- 
tions or controlled crossing 
areas 

*If using a crossing, give 
on-coming drivers a chance 
to stop 

*Walk facing traffic when 
there are no sidewalks 

*At night, wear something 
white - or better still - 
reflective 

*Use common sense. In 
pedestrian/vehicle acciden- 
ts, the pedestrian always 
comes off worst.

Former Waugh 
couple mark 


anniversary 


Mr. and Mrs. Nick War- 
waruk, long-time residents of 
the Waugh district, now 
living in Edmonton, cele- 
brated their SOth wedding 
anniversary with Liturgy and 
blessing of the marriage by 
Father Kowalsky at the 
Cathedral of St. Josaphat. 
This was followed by a 
banquet and dance attended 
by a large crowd of well- 
wishers at the Ukrainian 
Unity Youth Centre, Edmon- 
ton. 

Nick Warwaruk was three 
years old when he came to 
Canada with his parents in 
1907. Recalling the early 
years in Canada, Mr. War- 
waruk remembers his father 
first breaking sod with a 
team of oxen. Standing water 
puddles and marshlands 
were everywhere and were 
often treacherous to both 
man and beast. These were 
breeding grounds for mill- 
ions of mosquitoes that 
plagued settlers and their 
stock. The only relief against 
them were smudge fires. 
Upland pastures for cattle 
were rich in pea-vine and 
vetch. A short distance from 
their home, the Athabasca 
Landing Trail was the main 
thoroughfare connecting the 
new settlements. Settlers 
sometimes hired out as 
freighters between Edmon- 
ton and the Athabasca Land- 
ing. 

Nick attended the Waugh 
school when it opened in 
1911, often breaking winter 
trail for three miles cross- 
country to get to school. At 
first school remained open 
only part of each year. Nick's 
schooling ended as soon as 
he was old enough to do a 
man’s work around the 
place. 

Mrs. Warwaruk (nee Katie 
Medynski) came to Canada 


in 1925 with her mother and 
sister to join her father who 
had preceded them by 
several years. In 1927, Katie 
and Nick were married, 
spending the first winter 
with Nick's parents. In 
spring of 1928, they moved to 
their own place. After 46 
years on the farm, they 
finally retired in 1974. Mr. 
and Mrs. Warwaruk raised a 
family of three children, Joe, 
Matt and Cecile. To com- 
pensate for what they them- 
selves missed in schooling, 
they made certain their 
children all received Uni- 
versity education, 

During their stay at 
Waugh, the Warwaruks were 
long standing members of 
the Greek Catholic church. 
Mr. Warwaruk served for 10 
years as chairman of the 
church committee while thr- 
ough the years, Mrs. War- 
waruk was an active member 
of the women’s auxiliary. 
Mr. Warwaruk also par- 
ticipated in school affairs, 
first as trustee of the school 
board, later as secretary for 
many years until the school 
district was consolidated into 
the larger unit. Many a 
teacher will recall their 
‘*home away from home"’ 
with the Warwaruks while 
teaching at the Waugh 
school. 

On the occasion of their 
Golden Anniversary, Mr. 
and Mrs. Warwaruk received 
messages of congratulations 
from His Highness Pope 
Paul, the Governor-General 
Jules Leger, Lieutenant Go- 
vernor Ralph Steinhauer, 
Premier Peter Lougheed, 
Mayor Cec Purves, Mrs. H.

Morinville Historical 
Social to be 
established 


A historical society for the 
Morinville district is now 
being established to promote 
an awareness of, and an 
appreciation for, our her- 
itage. The Morinville His- 
torical Society is in the final 
stages of incorporation and 
hopes to be in full operation 
early next year. 

A temporary executive is 
handling the initial organ- 
ization and activities of the 
new society. However, a 
general membership-drive 
will be held soon to recruit 
full community support and 
involvement. 

The Morinville Historical 
Society's office will be 
located in the old Notre 
Dame Convent. Ownership 
of the Convent is presently 
being transferred from the 
Thibault Roman Catholic 
Public School District to the 
Town of Morinville. 

One of the prime ob- 
jectives of the Society will be 
to transform the Convent into 
a general community and 
cultural use facility. The 
large number of different 
sized rooms in the Convent 
makes this building ideal for 
housing community groups 
which require office and/or 
activity space. 

Negotiations are also in 
progress with the Morinville 
United Church. This con- 
gregation wants to rent part 
of the Convent for use as a 
church and Sunday school 
until a building of their own 


can be constructed. 

Long-range objectives of 
the Society include: a. com- 
plete exterior and partial 
interior restoration of the 
Convent; b. designation of 
the Convent as a historic site 
by the Province; c, co-op- 
eration with Alberta Culture 
in compiling an inventory of 
older, possible historic buil- 
dings in Morinville; d. esta- 
blishment of a local museum 
and archives to store and 
display significant historical 
documents, photographs and 
artifacts which relate to this 
district.

Morinville worried about 
sprouting growth 


FOLLOWING ARE some 
of the highlights from the 
regular meeting of Morin- 
ville council November 22 
and an informal meeting of 
Morinville and MD of Stur- 
geon November 23. 


A DECISION on the pos- 
sible annexation of 22 acres 
of land west of Heritage Lake 
for industrial purpose was 
deferred by council till its 
December 13 meeting. Rea- 
son for the delay is that 
Morinville is getting a little 
worried about industrial and 
other developments which 
are sprouting up all around 
its boundaries. There is a 160 
acre industrial park slated to 
come into the area about two 


miles south of Morinville. 


A MOTION TO hold a 
referendum in Morinville to 
hold back growth was de- 
feated 4-3 at council Novem- 
ber 22, with Councillors 
Froment, Balsillie and St. 
Germaine opposed. 


COUNCIL PLACED a par- 
king control outside the 
Morinville Post Office. This 
will restrict traffic from 
parking inside a 15 foot area 
in front of the office at the 
intersection of 100 Avenue 
and 103 Street. 


MORINVILLE AND the 
MD of Sturgeon held an 
informal meeting November 


23 discuss an agreement on 
the use of Morinville’s 
sewage facilitites. This refers 
specifically to two MD 
developments, the mobile 
home park at Cardiff Echoes 
and a 160 acre industrial park 
south of Morinville. 

Also discussed at the 
meeting was the fire agree- 
ment between the MD and 
Morinville, a result of the 
decision of St. Albert to pull 
out of its agreement with the 
MD earlier this year. 

Because of the informal 
nature of the meeting, no 
motions were forthcoming, 
but the matters discussed are 
expected to surface again at 
regular meetings of the two 
bodies.
